But sometimes it is appropriate, and sometimes our 
mailings spur reporters and editors to grill candidates on Right 
to Work. 

When that happens, the Committee gladly and expertly 
documents for journalists the complicity of many politicians with 
forced unionism.

2) Exposing Bill Clinton's (and other union-label politicians')

In October, at the tail end of the Committee's federal 
Survey ' 9 2  and Citizen Alert programs, the Public Affairs staff 
prepared and placed newspaper display ads in five states.

The Committee's advertisement, versions of which will run in 

S Right to Work states on October 2 8 ,  scores Clinton f o r  his 

promise to "repeal Section 14(b) of the Taft-Hartley Act." Taft- 

Hartley Section 14(b) enables states to enact Right to Work laws, 

,granting workers the freedom to choose whether to pay union dues. 

Repeal of Section 14(b) would imperil Right to Work laws in 

21 states nationwide, including Texas and Clinton's own home 

state of Arkansas. 

Ironically, one of Gov. Cl.inton's most effective campaign 

issues has been the relative economic success of Arkansas during 

the recession. The ad cites B i l l  Clinton's frequent boast that 

"his state 'ranks 1st in the country in growth of new jobs . . .  



and 4th in income increase.'" 

Arkansas' Right to Work law contributed significantly to 

Arkansas' job growth, but Bill Clinton has promised his Organized 

Labor supporters that he will kill Right to Work in Arkansas, 

Texas, and 19 other states. 

The National Right to Work Committee's ad provides the

Labor and forced unionism. 

The ad also exhorts Texas Right to Work supporters to "turn 

Bill Clinton around on Right to Work NOW . . .

Kirk con- 
firms the w m e s  that many have 
about government unions - they may 
be paid by the public. but they are 
sen ing  themselves. The union suc- 
ceeded in Kirk's view. mearung the 
mavor wdl now have to pursue "either 
s e n i c e  cuts or increased taxes." Few 
of the residents not working for the 
CI? are likely to share tfvs assess- 
ment of success. 

Phiiadelphia's expenence is being 
played out UI ciries and counries 
across the country Pressed to the fis- 
cal wall. county and municipal gov- 
ernments are fmding rnemselves in 
confrontations with enrrenched pub- 
lic unions. And :he results are often 

the same - confl~ct followed by com- 
promise that leaves the unions tn 
place as the biggest obstacle ro any 
iurrner cuts m public spendmg. 

The public sector nas been rhe one 
brignr spot for unions in recent de- 
canes. In 1958 only 12 percent of the 
public work force belonged to unions 
I mostly postal workers I. while 39 per- 
cent of pnvae  sector lobs were 
unionized. That equation has been 
turned uporde down. Today 12 per- 
cent of pnvata sector workers belong 
ro unions and 37 percent of public 
emplovees. 

AFSCME has been one of the 
fastest-growing public unions. Since 
1975 it has nearly doubled in sue. 
going from 647.ooO PO 1.3 mllion 
members. AFSCME members toil in 
nearly every h d  of public sector 
job; thw arc computer tecnniclans. 
teachers. bus dnvers. nurses. public 
defenders. jail guards. sewage work- 
ers. clerks at motor vehcle  depan- 
ments and firefighters. 

The public sector unions haw 
bucked the wend of declinmg union 
rolls for a vanery of reasom. not least 
of which IS that the government has 
no competitors for most of its func- 
tions. "If pnvate sector union offi- 
cials push for more and more cwr- 
c iw controls. they kill the business." 
says Martin Fox a spokesman for the 
antiunion National bght to Work 
Comrninee. "Gavernmenr doesn't go 
out of business: it just get- more ex- 
pensive:' 

Global compenrion has crippled 
privare sector unions. forcmg them eo 
make concessions 50 that eheir em- 
plovers won't close up shop or ship 
lobs overseas m rake advantage of 
iower labor costs. Public sector 
unions face norhing like rhs disci- 
pline. "We can impon dl sorts of 
goods - cars. masters. stereos." says 
James BenneR. a professor of KO- 
nomics at George Mason Universiey.

Most notably, in 
1984 he incurred the wrath of the 
NEA when he  pushed through one of 
the nation's first statewide teacher 
competency testing programs (the 
bitter pill was sweetened with the sal- 
ary increases). He also introduced a 
limited school choice program. 

The results of such changes have 
not been particularly noticeable. 
however. According to statistics com- 
piled by the University of Arkansas. 
the state ranks 44th in the nation in 
Scholastic Aptitude Yest scores, 47th 
in per capita state and local spending 
on education and 49th in teacher sal- 
aries. Seventy-sew percent of Ar- 
kansas high school graduates require 
remedial instruction upon entering 
college. 

In his campaign handbook. Pur- 
ling People First: How We Can All / 
Change America, Clinton promises ~ 

"a real education reform package" in 
the first 100 days of a Clinton-Gore ~ 

administration. What those reforms 
will be, however. is not entirely clear. 
If h e  does propose teacher compe- 
tency testing. as in A~kanses. the , 
NEA will not be pleased. "We would , 

not be happy about it. and we'd let him i 
know." says Mickey Ibarrpl. political I 
advocacy manager for NEA govem- 
ment relations. 

The question is not whether Clin- 
ton should be taken a t  his word when 
he promises education reform, but 
which words should be giwn c rc  
dence: those he has addressed to w t -  
ers in general or those he has spoken 
to the NEA. At the moment. he is 
wearing two very different education 
caps; one fawrs  change. the other 
would preserve the status quo with 
higher spending.

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Specter Grabs Forced Dues For His Campaign 

Measure to Gut Enforcement of Supreme Court's 
&& Ruling Narrowly Blocked by Filibuster 

With strong support from Pennsylvania Senator Arlen Specter, 
the U . S .  Senate's Big Labor allies Wednesday fell just four votes 
short of blocking any effective implementation of a Supreme Court 
decision giving workers the freedom to choose whether or not to 
support union political activities. 

Working in cooperation with the National Right to Work 
Cornittee, Senate opponents of compulsory unionism narrowly 
derailed an effort to cut off debata on Labor Appropriations 
Bill, H.R. 5677. 

Though a 56 to 38 majority of senators voted POP the 
appropriation, this was less than the 60 votes needed ta shut 
down a filibuster led by Right to Work supporters. 

As amended by Iowa Sen. Tom Harkin and Specter, the bill 
would have eliminated funding for enforcement by the Department 
of Labor of the Supreme Court's 1988 decision. 

In the g&& decision, the Supreme Court ruled that federal 
labor l a w  forbids compelling workers to pay union dues for 
politics and any other noncollective bargaining expenditures by 
union officials. Union officials collect an estimated $12 billion 
annually, including approximately $5 billion from compulsory 
union dues. 

National Right to Work Committee President Reed Larson said 
he was relieved that the && decision has survived for now, but 
was alarmed that a substantial majority of the Senate would vote 
to kaep nfotcad-union sewer money flowing into their campaign." 

*We won this one," Larson said. 'But Sen. Spectar voted to 
farce American workers to fund his reelection campaign and the 
Campaign of his cronies. The vote to kill a Supreme Court ruling 
proves the Senate has truly been bought and paid for by union 
officials." 

President Bush -- usder intense pressure from Right to Work 
Cornittee members -- has proposed regulations to implement the 
Suprema Court,s ban on misuse of union dues for politics. The 
regulations, expected to be finalized soon, would require uniom 
officials to furnish the Department of Labor with detailed 
records of their political and other noncollective bargaining 
ewenses. This information will allow workers to demand a 
reduction in union dues equal to the amount spent by union 
officials on all nonbargaining activities.

Reed Larson 
left his engineering job at Coleman 
Cu. Inc.. the Wichita (Kan.1-based 

purveyor of camping equipment. to do 
hatt le with labor unions in the state. " I t  
Was kind of a wrenching drcision." Ldr- 
wn recalled in an interview. "I made the 
leap. and a six-month campaign turned 
into a four-year campaign. and we finally 
got the job done." 

The "job'. was the enactment of a 
"right-to-work" law in Kansas. which held 
that no person could be compelled. as a 
condition of employment. to pay dues to 
a union. The soft-spoken. 7 0 - y ~ ~ - O l d  
Lrson has been a thorn in the side of 
organized labor ever since. 

L m n  jumped into the fray in Kansas 
because he was convinced. he said. that 
"the tactics of union officials were bad 
for the country and bad for employees." 
In IY5Y. after the law's psssagr. he came 
to Washington and joined the tledgling 
National Right to Work Committee. 

In short order. Larson became the 
group's president and proceeded to incur 
the wrath of labor leaders by taking his 
crusade to Capitol Hill. to the National 
h b o r  Relations Board (NLRB) and into 
court. When he arrived. the committee 
had about 1U.W) members. a shadow of 
the 1.7 million members it counts today. 
though Larson concedes that only about 
10 p r  cent of them are active contribu- 
tors (average annual donation: S33). 

Drawing on a budget that he estimates 
has grown from about SJM).ooO when he 
arrived to about 56 million today. h m n  
has  led the committee to some notable 
victories. I n  1965. lor example. he 
helped to persuade Senate ;Minority 
Leader Everett McKinley Dirksen. R- 
111.. to lead what turned out to be a suc- 
cessful filibuster against the lohnson 
Administration's effort to repeal section 
IJ(b) of the National Labor Relations 
Act. which allows states to pass right-to- 
work laws. 

Larson also helped to persuade Presi- 
dent Ford to overrule his Labor Secre- 
tary. John T. Dunlup. and veto a bill that 
would have legalized common situs pick- 
eting (when a company's striking workers 
picker other employers 3t a work site in 
an effon to shut down an entire project,. 
The committee also led the fight against 
the .AFL-CIO'\ efforts for labor law 
reform in 1Y7X and has played an instru- 

mental role in sinking several nomina- 
tions to the NLRB. 

The National Right to Work Legal 
Defense Foundation. which L m n  start- 
ed in 1968 to give free legal aid "to victims 
of compulsoly union abuse." has also had 
its share of victories. including a big one 
before the Supreme Court in 1988. In 
Communicarions Workers of dmrncu r. 
Beck. the Court ruled that nonunion 
workers at -agency shops"-where all 
employees must pay union dues-have 
the right to a refund of any portion of 
their dues used to pay tor political activi- 
ties with which they disagree. 

In April. when President Bush issued 
an executive order to bolster enforce- 
ment of Beck. Larson was at the Rose 
Garden signing ceremony. He still <om- 
plained about labor't "huge. illicit. poliri- 
cal slush fund." He also complained that 
Bush's order came "very. v e ~  late. three 
ys~n later than i t  should have." 

Labor leaders charge that Larson's 
agenda actually has little to do with work- 
e r  rights. T h e y  are reallv a business 
front. I think. a front for the bigpar right- 
wing interests i n  the country." said 
Stephen 1. Schlossberg. a former general 
counsel of rhe h i r e d  Auto Workers and 
now the director of the International 
h b o r  Organization's Washington oifice. 
Larson and Schlossberg have tangled 
before. When Schlossberg was named to 
be depurl/ Labor undersecrerary in 19x5, 
Larson informed then-Labor Secretary 
Dill Brock in a letter that the appoinr- 

ment sent an "alarming message" that his 
department was -revenins to the Depart- 
ment of Organized Labor." 

Other critics are hesitant to publicly 
attack Larson or the committee because. 
they say. he thrives on using such skirmish- 
es as "propaganda" in direct-mail fund- 
nisin% appeals.

Caller: I just want to know if two workers work in tie same place, 
one is involved in a union and the other is not, does the non-union 
worker receive all the benefits that the union has reaped towards the 
union worker? 

Fox: Well, the non-union worker is forced to accept the same 
contract. We believe that no one should ever be forced to have 
anything to do with the union, and people should negotiate on their 
own or )om collectively in maklnq a free choice. 

McCarthy: That would really end the union though, wouldn't it? 

Fox: No, not at all. It would mean that any organization, union 
included, would only have support from people who voluntarily choose 
to support it. We think that people ought to volunteer their support, 
not have it Eorced from them. 

Kelley: This is a very, very important point, though. Under the laws 
of this country if that non-union worker gets fired f o r  cause or non- 
cause, the union is obliged to represent that worker.

This monopoly bargaining power, gecrrally described as 
"exclusive bargaining rights." deprives employees o i  their right 
10 bargain for Ihemsclves. Union officials fought for this power 
and refuse to give it up; yet they complain they we "unfairly 
burdened by the legal obligation" to represent nonmembers. 

Such wmplaina arc intended to pave the way for compelling 
financial suppon. from so-called "free riders" for representation 
they do not Want.  

The f i n g  of workcrj who refuse io pay union dues and/or 
fees is explicitly sanctioned by both the National Labor 
Rclations Act and k- National Railway Labor Act. 

Szction 7 of the N L R A ,  for example. stipulates that 
employees shall have "the right to refrain" from pmcipating in 
union activities "except to the extent that such right may be 
3ifected by an agreement requiring membership in a labor 
organization s a condition of employment." 

The problem of compulsory unionism was created by 
Congress. I t  will not be solved until Congress repeals the 
existing federal aurhorizations of compulsory unionism. 

In 21 states, wage eamers - except those covercd by the 
National Railway Labor Act - shielded from compulsory 
unionism by Right to Work laws. 

The Florida guarantee is typical of these laws, &lying, 'The 
right of persons io work shall not be denied or abridged on 
account of membership or nonmembership in any hbor union or 
13hr organizadon." 

The authority of states to adopi and enforce such laws is 
rmf fmed  by Section 14@) of the Taft-Hmley amendments ta 
the National Labor Relations .Act. 

Extortion, as a technique, is extremely useful to union 
officials in obtaining such demands as compulsory union shops, 
"agency" shops. compulsory hiring halls md inevocable dues 
check-off clauses. 

While most criminal law is administered at Ihe state and lwd 
level. some criminal activities (including extortion), which 
obsrmct interstalc ccmmerce, have been deemed by Congress to 
be so imporlant that they should be covercd by federal smtutcs.

Note: The National Right to Work Committee. of course, endorses no candidates. We arc a nonpartisan organization. But 
we believe that you as a Right to Work supporter are entided to know which candidates will support the right of every 
American to earn a living - without having to pay union bosses for the privilege. 
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The information below is helpful in explaining h e  

questions on the reverse side of chis form. 

A union, under present federal laws, is empowered to 
represent and bind all employees in  a company’s bargaining 
unit - including employees who oppose the union and don’t 
want its “services.” 

This monopoly bargaining power, generally described as 
“exclusive bargaining rights.” deprives employees of their right 
to bargain for themselves. Union officials fought for this power 
and refuse to give it up; yet they complain they are “unfairly 
burdened by the legal obligation” to represent nonmembers. 

Such complaints are intended to pave the way for compelling 
fmancid support from so-called “free riders” for representation 
they do not want. 

The fhng of workers who refuse to pay union dues and/or 
fees is explicitly sanctioned by both the National Labor 
Relarions Act and the National Railway Labor ACL 

Section 7 of the NLRA. for example. stipulates that 
employees shall have “the right to refrain” from panicipating in 
union activities “except to the extent that such right may be 
affected by an agreement requiring membership in a labor 
organization as a condition of employment.” 

The problem of compulsory unionism was created by 
Congress. It will not be solved until Congress repeals the 
existing federal authorizations of compulsory unionism. 

In 21 states. wage earners - except those covered by the 
National Railway Labor Act - are shielded from compulsory 
unionism by Right to Work laws. 

The Florida guarantee is typical of these laws, saying, ‘The 
right of persons to work shall not be denied or abridged on 
account of membership or nonmembership in any labor union or 
labor organization.” 

The authority of states IO adopt and enforce such laws is 
reaffimed by Section 14(b) of the Taft-Hartley amendments to 
the National Labr Relations Act. 

Extortion. as a technique, is extremely useful to union 
officials in obtaining such demands as compulsory union shops, 
“agency” shops, compulsory hiring halls and irrevocable dues 
check-off clauses. 

While most criminal law is administered at the state and local 
level, some criminal activities (including extortion), which 
obstruct interstate commerce, have been deemed by Congress to 
be so important that they should be covered by federal statutes. 

As the federal law currently stands, union officials have 
unique specia! immunities from prosecution for threaiening LO 
commit or committing felonies - such as murder, 
manslaughter. maiming. arson, aggravated pmpeny destruction, 
explosives or firearms offenses, etc. - to obtain collective 
bargaining demands. 

For the pas6 several years, Congress has been confronted by 
bills designed to authorize the forced unionizadon of public 
employees at various levels of government. 

Several of the% proposals are aimed at swe, county and 
municipal employees and would nullify existing srate laws 
which shield public employees from union coercion. 

Other bills would strip postal workers and other federal 
employees of the freedom of choice guaranteed by h e  Posral

Reorganization Act of 1970 and executive orders dating back to 
the admipistration of President John F. Kennedy. 

Labor unions are the only private organization in the U.3. 
which can legally force individuals to pay dues into their 
treasuries. 

The Federal Election Campaign Act (FECA) prohibia union 
officials from giving any of these dues dollars directly to 3 
candidate for federal office. 

At the same time, FECA permits union officials lo use 
workers’ compulsory dues dollars for “in-kind’’ political 
spending on goods and services to elect candidates for federal 
offices. 

These “in-kind” expenditures are in addition to union PAC 
contributions; they are seldom - if ever - documented or 
reporied to the Federal Election Commission. 

No official statistics for total union “in-kind” expenditures 
are available. But Labor columnist Victor Riesel estimated that 
this so-called “soft money’’ amounted to 10 times more than 
what union PACs gave in cash contributions. Based on that 
yardstick, union ”soft money’’ in 1990 exceeded $350 million. 

In recent years. legislation has been introduced in Congress 
to automatically impose union representation upon workers of 
nonunionized companies which have even the slightest 
economic links LO unionized companies. 

Even though the nsrrunionized and the unionized companies 
each perform sepmte and distinct work, h e  compulsory union 
contract would be automatically imposed upon Ihe nonunion 
workers, without even the show of an election conducted by the 
National Labor Relations Board to determine worker support. 

The “anti-double breasting” legislation would f so  encourage 
Common Situs picketing by permitting union organizers to use 
a dispute with a single subcontractor a an excuse to picket and 
shut down all the other subcontractors at a job site. 

Legislation has been introduced repeatedly in Congress to 
loosen the SO-year-old Hatch Act’s resuictions against partisan 
political activity by federal employees. 

Federal union officials now wield monopoly bargaining 
power over federal employees, which makes union officials the 
sole conduit for civil servants in collective bargaining and 
gnevance situations. 

Current proposals to weaken he  Hatch Act lack explicit 
prohibitions against the use of monopoly bargaining power Io 
coerce civil servants into supporting federal union officials’ 
political agenda. 

Legislation has been introduced in Congress that would 
prevent employers from hiring permanent replacement workers 
during a strike. 

The bill’s provisions would also penalize workers who 
choose not to strike by giving preferential. post-strike hiring 
privileges 10 strikers. 

Sincc an employer is unlikely to find employees who will

While most Criminal law is administered at the sw and lmal 
level. some criminal activities (including extortion), which 
obstruct interstate commerce, have been deemed by Congress to 
be so important hat they should be covered by federal statutes. 

As the federal law currently stands. union officials have 
unique special immunities from prosecution for threatening to 
commit or committing felonies - such as murder, 

These “in-kind” expendiitures are in addition to union PAC 
conuibutions; they are seldom - if ever - documented or 
reported to the Federal Election Commission. 

No oflicial statistics for total union “in-kind“ expenditures 
are available. But Labor cohnnist Victor Riesel estimated that 
this so-called “soft money” mounted to 10 times more than 
what union PACs gave in cash contributions. Based on thal 
yardstick, union “soft money” in 1990 exceeded $350 million. 

In recent ycars, legislation has been introduced in Congress 
to automatically impose union representatk:: upon workers of 
nonunionized companies which Rave even the slightest 
economic links 10 unionized companies.

The information below is helpful in explaining !he 

questions on h e  reverse &de of L+L form. 

I .  A union, under present federal laws. is empowered to 
represent and bind all employees in a company’s bargaining 
unit - including employees who oppose the union and don’t 
want its “services.” 

This monopoly bargaining power, generally described as 
“exclusive bargaining rights.” deprives employees of their right 
to bargain for themselves. Union officials fought for this power 
and refuse to give it up; yet they complain they are “unfairly 
burdened by the legal obligation” to represent nonmembers.

Section 7 of the NLRA. for example, stipulates that 
employees shall have “the right to refrain” from participating in 
union activities “except to the extent that such right may be 
affected by an agreement requiring membership in a labor 
organization as a condition of employment.” 

The problem of compulsory unionism was created by 
Congress. It will not be solved until Congress repeals the 
existing fedeml authorizations of compulsory unionism. 

In 21 states, wage earners - except those covered by the 
National Railway Labor Act - are shielded from compulsory 
unionism by Right to Work laws. 

The Florida guarantee is typical of these laws, saying. ‘The 
right of persons to work shall not be denied or abridged on 
account of membership or nonmembership in any labor union or 
labor organization.” 

The authority of states to adopt and enforce such laws is 
reaffied by Section 14@) of the Taft-Hartley amendments to 
the National Labor Relations Act. 

Extortion. as a technique, is extremely useful to union 
offciaLF in obtaining such demands as compulsory union shops. 
“agency” shops, compulsory hiring halls and irrevocable dues 
check-off clauses. 

While most criminal law is administered at the state and local 
level. some criminal activities (including extortion). which 
obstruct interstate commerce, have been deemed by Congress to 
be so imponant that they should be covered by fedenl statutes. 

A s  the federal law currenrly stands, union officials have 
unique special immunities from prosecution for threatening to 
commit or committing felonies - such as  murder, 
manslaughter, maiming. arson, aggravated property destruction, 
explosives or firearms offenses, etc. - to obtain collective 
bargaining demands. 

For the past several years, Congress has been confronted by 
bills designed to authorize the forced unionization of public 
employees at various levels of government. 

Several of these proposals are aimed at state. county and 
municipal employees and would nullify existing state laws 
which shield public employees from union coercion. 

Other bills would suip postal workers and other federal 
employees of the freedom of choice guaranteed by the ?ostal 

Reorganization Act of 1970 and executive orders dating back IO 
the administration of President John F. Kennedy. 

Labor unions are the only privae organization in the U.S. 
which can legally force individuals to pay dues into their 
ueasuries. 

The Federal Election Campaign Act (FECA) prohibits union 
officials from giving any of these dues dollars directly to a 
candidate for federal office. 

At  the same time, FECA permia onion officials to use 
workers’ compulsory dues dollars for “in-kind“ political 
spending on goods and services to elect candidates for federal 
offices. 

These “in-kind“ expenditures are in addition to union PAC 
contributions; they are seldom - if ever - documented or 
reported to the Federal Election Commission. 

No official statistics for total union “in-kind“ expenditures 
are available. But Labor cdumnist Vicmr Riesel estimated that 
this so-called “soft money” amounted to 10 limes more ban 
what union PACs gave in cash conrribuths. Based on that 
yardstick. union “soft money” in 1990 exceeded $350 million. 

In recent years, legislation has beea introduced in Congress 
to automatically impose union representation upon workers of 
nonunionized companies which have even the slightest 
economic links to unionized companies. 

Even though the nonunionized and the unionized companies 
each perform separate and distinct work, the compulsory union 
contract would be automatically imposed upon the nonunion 
workers, without even the show of an election conducted by b e  
National Labor Relations Board to d e m i n e  worker suppon. 

The “anti-double breasting” legislation would also encourage 
Common Situs picketing by permitting union organizers to use 
a dispute with a single subcontractor as an excuse to picket and 
shut down all the other subcontractors at a job site. 

Legislation has been introduced re.pcatedly in Congress to 
loosen the 50-year-old Hatch Act’s restrictions against panisan 
political activity by federal employees. 

Federal union officials now wield monopoly bargaining 
power over federal employees, which makes union officials the 
sole conduit for civil servants in collective bargaining and 
grievance situations. 

Current proposals to weaken the Hatch Act lack explicit 
prohibitions against the use of monopoly bargaining power to 
coerce civil servants into supporting federa! union officials’ 
politiwl agenda. 

Legislation has been introduced in Congress that would 
prevent employers from hiring permanent repiacement workers 
during a strike. 

’The bill’s provisions would also penalize workers who 
choose not to strikc by giving preferential. post-strike hiring 
privileges to strikers. 

Since an employer is unlikely to find employees who will 
work during a violent suike under these conditions, employers 
would be forced to cave in to every demand by union officials 
- including the demand lhat workers who refuse to pay union 
dues be tired.
